SEC. 101. PROCUREMENT THROUGH ONLINE MARKET-

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM.—The Secretary
of Defense shall establish a program to procure commer-
cial products through online marketplaces for purposes of
expediting procurement and ensuring reasonable pricing
of commercial products. The Secretary shall carry out the

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program in accordance with this section, through one or
more contracts with one or more online marketplace pro-
viders, and shall design the program to enable Department

of Defense-wide use of such marketplaces.

(b) CRITERIA FOR ONLINE MARKETPLACES.

Secretary shall ensure that an online marketplace used
under the program established pursuant to subsection

(a)—

(1) is used widely in the private sector, includ-
ing in business-to-business e-commerce;

(2) provides dynamic selection, in which sup-
pliers and products may be frequently updated, and
dynamic pricing, in which suppliers may frequently
update product prices;

(3) enables offers from multiple suppliers on
the same or similar products to be sorted or filtered
based on product and shipping price, delivery date,
and reviews of suppliers or products;

(4) does not feature or prioritize a product of
a supplier based on any compensation or fee paid to
the online marketplace by the supplier that is exclu-
sively for such featuring or prioritization on the on-

(f) PROCEDURES FOR AWARD OF CONTRACT.—Not-
withstanding section 2304 of title 10, United States Code,
or any other provision of law, the award of a contract to
an online marketplace provider pursuant to subsection (a)
may be made without the use of full and open competition.

IN ACQUISITION PROGRAMS

SEC. 201. REQUIREMENT TO EMPHASIZE RELIABILITY AND
MAINTAINABILITY IN WEAPON SYSTEM DE-
SIGN.
(a) SUSTAINMENT KFACTORS IN WEAPON SYSTEM
DESIGN.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 144 of title 10,
United States Code, is amended by adding at the
end the following new section:
“§ 2442, Sustainment factors in weapon system design
“(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense shall
ensure that the defense acquisition system gives ample em-
phasis to sustainment factors, particularly those factors
that are affected principally by the design of a weapon

system, early in the development of a weapon system.

“(b) REQUIREMENTS PROCESS.—The Secretary shall

revise guidance on the process for the development of ca-
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pabilities requirements to provide sufficient emphasis to
sustainment factors. The revised guidance shall include re-
liability and maintainability as performance attributes of

the key performance parameter on sustainment.

“(¢) SOLICITATION AND AWARD OF CONTRACTS.

“(1) REQUIREMENT.—The program manager of
a weapon system shall include in the solicitation for
and terms of a contract for the development or pro-
duction of a weapon system clearly defined and
measurable requirements for reliability and main-
tainability as a performance requirement in the con-
tract.

“(2) EXCEPTION.—If the program manager de-
termines that reliability or maintainability should
not be a performance requirement in a contract, the
program manager shall submit justification for such
decision in writing to the milestone decision author-
ity for the program.

“(3) REVISED GUIDANCE ON SOURCE SELEC-
TION CRITERIA.—The Secretary shall revise guid-
ance in the Defense Federal Acquisition Regulation
Supplement to provide sufficient emphasis to
sustainment factors in the process for source selec-
tion. The revised guidance shall include reliability

and maintainability as factors or significant subfac-
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tors to consider in the evaluation of competitive pro-
posals.
“(d) CONTRACT PERFORMANCE.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall estab-
lish processes and best practices across the Depart-
ment of Defense for responding to the positive or
negative performance of a contractor in meeting the
sustainment requirements of a development or pro-
duction contract for a weapon system. The Secretary
shall encourage the use of incentive fees authorized
in paragraph (2) in all development and production
contracts for weapons systems. The Secretary shall
take the necessary actions to enable program offices
to execute the recovery options required for each de-
velopment and production contract under paragraph
(3).

“(2) AUTHORITY FOR INCENTIVE FEES.

The
Secretary of Defense is authorized to pay an incen-
tive fee to a contractor that exceeds the reliability or
maintainability requirements of a development or
production contract. In exercising the authority pro-
vided in this paragraph, the Secretary may provide
in the terms of the contract for the payment of an
incentive fee to a contractor not later than 10 years

after fielding of the weapon system.
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“(3) RECOVERY OPTIONS.—(A) Any develop-
ment or production contract for a weapon system
shall include terms for amounts to be paid by the
contractor to the Government for failure to meet the
reliability and maintainability requirements of a con-
tract after a reasonable amount of time, as specified
in the contract. Terms for such amounts shall be in-
cluded in the solicitation for the contract. Such
terms shall include provisions providing that—

“(1) the contractor, at no or minimal cost
to the Government as determined by the Sec-
retary and included in the contract, identifies
the cause of the failure in the system design,
develops an engineering change, and, in the
case of a production contract, modifies all end
items to be delivered or already delivered under
the contract; or

“(i1) the contractor provides the Govern-
ment—

“(I) a refund in the amount required
to identify the cause of the failure in the
system design, develop an engineering
change, and modify all end items delivered

under the contract; and
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“(II) associated technical data re-
quired to make the necessary modifica-
tions.

“(B) The Secretary may waive the requirement

in subparagraph (A) with respect to a development

or production contract if the Secretary:
“(1) determines that such requirement is
not in the national security interests of the
United States; and
“(11) provides notification and the rationale
for the determination to the congressional de-
fense committees before awarding the contract.
“(4) MEASUREMENT OF RELIABILITY AND
MAINTAINABILITY.—In carrying out paragraphs (2)
and (3), the program manager shall base determina-
tions of a contractor’s performance on reliability and
maintainability data collected during developmental
testing, operational testing, or the operation of a
fielded weapon system as measured and validated by
the military department concerned on a date chosen
by the program manager and specified in the con-
tract.”.
(2) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sec-

tions at the beginning of subchapter I of such chap-
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ter 1s amended by adding at the end the following

new item:

“2442. Sustainment factors in weapon system design.”.

(b) DEADLINE FOR GUIDANCE.—The Secretary of
Defense shall revise guidance as required by subsections
(b) and (¢)(3) of section 2442 of title 10, United States
Code, as added by subsection (a), not later than 180 days
after the date of the enactment of this Act.

(¢) EFFECTIVE DATE FOR CERTAIN PROVISIONS.—
Subsections (¢) and (d) of section 2442 of title 10, United
States Code, as added by subsection (a), shall apply with
respect to any weapon system development and production
contract for which the contract solicitation is issued on
or after the date occurring one year after the date of the
enactment of this Act.

(d) INVESTMENT PROGRAM AUTHORIZED.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense
shall establish an investment program for funding
engineering changes to the design of a weapon sys-
tem in the development or production phase of an
acquisition program to improve reliability or main-
tainability of the weapon system and reduce pro-
jected operating and support costs. The program
may be funded from the Defense Modernization Ac-
count authorized in section 2216 of title 10, United
States Code. A program manager may apply for
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available funds by presenting a business case anal-

ysis of the anticipated return on investment of such

funds.

(2) GUIDANCE REQUIRED.—Not later than 180
days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the
Secretary of Defense shall issue guidance for car-
rying out the program authorized under paragraph
(1). The guidance shall set forth the process for ap-
plying for available funds, including information on
the validation of business case analyses and the eval-
uation of applications.

SEC. 202. LICENSING OF APPROPRIATE INTELLECTUAL
PROPERTY TO SUPPORT MAJOR WEAPON
SYSTEMS.

(a) NEGOTIATION OF PRICE FOR TECHNICAL DATA
BEFORE DEVELOPMENT OR PRODUCTION OF MAJOR
WEAPON SYSTEM.—

(1) REQUIREMENT.—Chapter 144 of title 10,
United States Code, is amended by inserting after
section 2438 the following new section:

“§ 2439. Negotiation of price for technical data before
development or production of major

“The Secretary of Defense shall ensure that the De-

partment of Defense, before selecting a contractor for the
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development or production of a major weapon system, ne-

ootiates a price for technical data to be delivered under
a contract for such development or production.”.

(2) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sec-

tions at the beginning of such chapter is amended

by inserting after the item relating to section 2438

the following new item:

“2439. Negotiation of price for technical data before development or production
of major weapon systems.”.

(b) WRITTEN DETERMINATION FOR MILESTONE B
APPROVAL.—Subsection (a)(3) of section 2366b of title
10, United States Code, is amended—

(1) by striking “and” at the end of subpara-
oraph (M); and

(2) by inserting after subparagraph (N) the fol-
lowing new subparagraph:

18 (a) MANAGEMENT OF INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY.—
19 (1) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 137 of title 10,
20 United States Code, is amended by inserting after
21 section 2321 the following new section:

22 “§2322. Management of intellectual property matters
23 within the Department of Defense
24 “(a) OFFICE AND DIRECTOR OF INTELLECTUAL

25 PROPERTY.—(1) There is an Office of Intellectual Prop-
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erty within the Office of the Under Secretary of Defense
for Acquisition and Sustainment.

“(2) The Office shall be headed by a Director of In-
tellectual Property, who shall be assigned to such position
by the Under Secretary from among civilian employees of
the Department of Defense with the qualifications de-
sceribed in paragraph (3). The Director is responsible in
the Department of Defense to the Secretary of Defense
(after the Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition and
Sustainment) for policy and oversight of the acquisition
and licensing of intellectual property within the Depart-
ment of Defense. The Director shall report directly to the
Under Secretary.

“(3) In order to qualify to be assigned to the position
of Director, an individual shall—

“(A) have management expertise in, and profes-
sional experience with, intellectual property matters,
including an understanding of intellectual property
law, regulations, and policies, especially with respect
to regulations and policies of the Federal Govern-
ment and the Department of Defense for acquiring
or licensing intellectual property, and best practices
for negotiating and executing business arrangements
with industry for the acquisition or licensing of intel-

lectual property; and
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“(B) have an understanding of Department of
Defense weapon system acquisition.
“(4) The Secretary of Defense shall designate the po-
sition of Director as a critical acquisition position under
section 1733(b)(1)(C) of this title.

“(b) DuTIES.—(1) The Director of Intellectual Prop-

erty (in this section referred to as the ‘Director’) shall
oversee and coordinate efforts throughout the Department
of Defense to acquire or license intellectual property with-
in the Department of Defense. The duties under this para-
oraph shall include the duties specified in paragraphs (2)
through (8).

“(2) The Director shall develop and recommend any
policy guidance on the acquisition or licensing of intellee-
tual property to be issued by the Secretary of Defense.

“(3) The Director shall provide oversight and coordi-
nation of the efforts within the Department of Defense
to acquire or license intellectual property—

“(A) to ensure that program managers are
aware of the rights afforded the Federal Government
and contractors in intellectual property and that
program managers fully consider and use all avail-
able techniques and best practices for acquiring or
licensing intellectual property early in the acquisition

process;
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“(B) to enable consistency across the military
departments and the Department of Defense in
strategies for obtaining intellectual property and
communicating with industry; and

“(C) to raise awareness within the acquisition,
science and technology, and logistics communities
within the Department of intellectual property
issues.

“(4) The Director shall assist program managers in
developing customized intellectual property strategies for
each weapon system based on, at a minimum, the unique
characteristics of the weapon system and its components,
the product support strategy for the weapon system, the
organic industrial base strategy of the military department
concerned, and the commercial market.

“(5) The Director shall develop resources, including
templates for specially negotiated licenses, and make them
available to the acquisition workforce.

“(6) The Director shall establish, maintain, super-
vise, and detail to program offices the cadre of intellectual
property experts established under subsection (¢).

“(7) The Director, in coordination with the Defense
Acquisition University, shall—

“(A) develop a career path, including develop-

ment opportunities, talent management programs,
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and training, for the cadre of intellectual property
experts established under subsection (¢); and
“(B) develop, update, and coordinate intellec-
tual property training provided to the acquisition
workforece.

“(8) The Director shall foster communications with
industry and serve as a central point of contact within
the Department of Defense for communications with con-
tractors on intellectual property matters. The Director
may interact directly with industry, trade associations,
other Government agencies, academic research and edu-
cational institutions, and scientific organizations engaged
in intellectual property matters.

“(¢) CADRE OF INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY EX-
PERTS.—(1) The Director shall establish within the Office
of Intellectual Property a cadre of personnel who are ex-
perts in intellectual property matters. The purpose of the
cadre 1s to ensure a consistent, strategic, and highly
knowledgeable approach to acquiring or licensing intellee-
tual property by providing expert advice, assistance, and
resources to the acquisition workforce on intellectual prop-
erty matters, including acquiring or licensing intellectual
property.

“(2) The cadre of experts shall be detailed tempo-

rarily to a weapons system program office or an acquisi-
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tion command within a military department to advise, as-
sist, and provide resources to a program manager or pro-
oram executive officer on intellectual property matters at
various stages of the life cycle of a weapon system. In per-

forming such duties, the experts shall—

“(A) interpret and provide counsel on laws, reg-
ulations, and policies relating to intellectual prop-
erty;

“(B) provide advice and assistance in the devel-
opment of an acquisition strategy, product support
strategy, and intellectual property strategy for a
weapon system,;

“(C) provide resources, including templates, to
assist in the drafting of a contract solicitation or
contract;

“(D) interact with or assist in interactions with
contractors, including communications and negotia-
tions with contractors on contract solicitations and
contract awards; and

“(E) conduct or assist with mediation if tech-
nical data delivered pursuant to a contract i1s incom-
plete or does not comply with the terms of the con-
tract.

“(3)(A) In order to achieve the purpose set forth in

25 paragraph (1), the Director shall ensure the cadre has the
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appropriate number of staff and such staff possesses the
necessary skills, knowledge, and experience to carry out
the duties under paragraph (2), including in relevant
areas of law, contracting, acquisition, logistics, and sys-
tems engineering.

“(B) Civilian personnel from within the Office of the
Secretary of Defense, Joint Staff, military departments,
Defense Agencies, and combatant commands may be de-
tailed to serve as members of the cadre, upon request of
the Director.

“(C) The Director may use the authorities for highly
qualified experts under section 9903 of title 5, to hire ex-
perts as members of the cadre who are skilled profes-
sionals in intellectual property and related matters.

“(D) The Director may enter into a contract with a
private-sector entity for highly specialized expertise to
support the cadre. Such entity shall be considered a cov-
ered Government support contractor, as defined in section
2320 of this title.

“(E) In establishing the cadre, the Director shall give
preference to civilian employees of the Department of De-
fense, rather than members of the armed forces, to main-
tain continuity in the cadre.

“(F) The Director is authorized to use funding from

the Defense Acquisition Workforce Development Fund for
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the purpose of recruitment, training, and retention of the
cadre, including paying salaries of newly hired members
of the cadre for up to three years.
“(G) Members of the cadre shall be supervised by and
report to the Director.”.
(2) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sec-
tions at the beginning of such chapter is amended

by adding at the end the following new item:

14 (a) IN GENERAL.—

15 (1) IMPROVEMENT OF PLANNING FOR ACQUISI-
16 TION OF SERVICES.—Chapter 137 of title 10, United
17 States Code, is amended by inserting after section
18 2328 the following new section:

19 “§2329. Procurement of services: data analysis and
20 requirements validation
21 “(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense shall

22 ensure that—

23 “(1) appropriate and sufficiently detailed data
24 are collected and analyzed to support the validation
25 of requirements for services contracts and inform
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the planning, programming, budgeting, and execu-
tion process of the Department of Defense;

“(2) requirements for services contracts are
evaluated appropriately and in a timely manner to
inform decisions regarding the procurement of serv-
1ces; and

“(3) decisions regarding the procurement of
services consider available resources and total force
management policies and procedures.

“(b) SPECIFICATION OF AMOUNTS REQUESTED IN

BupcET.—Effective October 1, 2022, the Secretary of
Defense shall annually submit to Congress information on
services contracts that clearly and separately identifies the
amount requested for each category of services to be pro-
cured for each Defense Agency, Department of Defense
Field Activity, command, or military installation. Such in-

formation shall—

“(1) be submitted at or about the time of the
budget submission by the President under section
1105(a) of title 31;

“(2) cover the fiscal year covered by such budg-
et submission by the President;

“(3) be consistent with total amounts of esti-
mated expenditures and proposed appropriations

necessary to support the programs, projects, and ac-
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tivities of the Department of Defense included in

such budget submission by the President for that

fiscal year; and

“(4) be organized using a common enterprise
data structure developed under section 2222 of this
title.

“(e) DATA ANALYSIS.—(1) Each Secretary of a mili-
tary department shall regularly analyze past spending pat-
terns and anticipated future requirements with respect to
the procurement of services within such military depart-
ment.

“(2)(A) The Secretary of Defense shall regularly ana-
lyze past spending patterns and anticipated future re-
quirements with respect to the procurement of services—

“(1) within each Defense Agency and Depart-
ment of Defense Field Activity; and
“(i1) across military departments, Defense

Agencies, and Department of Defense Field Activi-

ties.

“(B) The Secretaries of the military departments
shall make data on services contracts available to the Sec-
retary of Defense for purposes of conducting the analysis
required under subparagraph (A).

“(3) The analyses conducted under this subsection

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“(A) identify contracts for similar services that
are procured for three or more consecutive years at
each Defense Agency, Department of Defense Field
Activity, command, or military installation;

“(B) evaluate patterns in the procurement of
services, to the extent practicable, at each Defense
Agency, Department of Defense Field Activity, com-
mand, or military installation and by category of
services procured;

“(C) be used to validate requirements for serv-
ices contracts entered into after the date of the en-
actment of this subsection; and

“(D) be used to inform decisions on the award
of and funding for such services contracts.

“(d) REQUIREMENTS EVALUATION.—Each Services
Requirements Review Board shall evaluate each require-
ment for a services contract, taking into consideration
total force management policies and procedures, available
resources, the analyses conducted under subsection (c),
and contracting efficacy and efficiency. An evaluation of
a services contract for compliance with contracting policies
and procedures may not be considered to be an evaluation
of a requirement for such services contract.

“(e) TiMELY PLANNING TO AvoiD BRIDGE CON-

TRACTS.—(1) Effective October 1, 2018, the Secretary of
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Defense shall ensure that a requirements owner shall, to
the extent practicable, plan appropriately before the date
of need of a service at a Defense Agency, Department of
Defense Field Activity, command, or military installation
to avoid the use of a bridge contract to provide for con-
tinuation of a service to be performed through a services
contract. Such planning shall include allowing time for a
requirement to be validated, a services contract to be en-
tered into, and funding for the services contract to be se-
cured.

“(2)(A) Upon the first use, due to inadequate plan-
ning (as determined by the Secretary of Defense), of a
bridge contract to provide for continuation of a service to
be performed through a services contract, the require-
ments owner, along with the contracting officer or a rep-
resentative of the contracting officer for the contract,
shall—

“(1) for a services contract in an amount less
than $10,000,000, provide an update on the status
of the bridge contract (including the rationale for
using the bridge contract) to the commander or the
senior civillan official of the Defense Agency con-
cerned, Department of Defense Field Activity con-
cerned, command concerned, or military installation

concerned, as applicable; or
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“(11) for a services contract in an amount equal
to or greater than $10,000,000, provide an update
on the status of the bridge contract (including the
rationale for using the bridge contract) to the service
acquisition executive for the military department
concerned, the head of the Defense Agency con-
cerned, the combatant commander concerned, or the
Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition and
Sustainment, as applicable.

“(B) Upon the second use, due to inadequate plan-
ning (as determined by the Secretary of Defense), of a
bridge contract to provide for continuation of a service to
be performed through a services contract in an amount
less than $10,000,000, the commander or senior civilian
official referred to in subparagraph (A)(i) shall provide no-
tification of such second use to the Vice Chief of Staff
of the armed force concerned and the service acquisition
executive of the military department concerned, the head
of the Defense Agency concerned, the combatant com-
mander concerned, or the Under Secretary of Defense for
Acquisition and Sustainment, as applicable.

“(f) EXCEPTION.—Except with respect to the anal-
yses required under subsection (c¢), this section shall not

apply to services contracts in support of contingency oper-
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I ations, humanitarian assistance, disaster relief, or national

2 security emergencies.

In this section:

“(2) DEFINITIONS,.

“(1) The term ‘bridge contact’” means—

“(A) an extension to an existing contract

beyond the period of performance to avoid a

lapse in service caused by a delay in awarding

a subsequent contract; or

“(B) a new short-term contract awarded
on a sole-source basis to avoid a lapse in service
caused by a delay in awarding a subsequent
contract.

“(2) The term ‘requirements owner’ means a
member of the armed forces (other than the Coast
Guard) or a civilian employee of the Department of
Defense responsible for a requirement for a service
to be performed through a services contract.

“(3) The term ‘Services Requirements Review
Board’ has the meaning given in Department of De-
fense Instruction 5000.74, titled ‘Defense Acquisi-
tion of Services’ and dated January 5, 2016, or a
suceessor instruction.”’.

16 NEED FOR CENTRALIZED TOOLS FOR DEVELOPMENTAL

14 MANAGEMENT WORKFORCE.

15 (a) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM MANAGER DE-

16 VELOPMENT PROGRAM.—

17 (1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Defense, in
18 consultation with the Secretaries of the military de-
19 partments, shall implement a program manager de-
20 velopment program to provide for the professional
21 development of experienced civilian personnel with
22 the potential to become a program manager of a
23 major defense acquisition program. The program
24 shall be administered and overseen by the Secretary
25 of each military department, acting through the
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service acquisition executive for the department con-
cerned.

(2) PLAN REQUIRED.—Not later than one year
after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Sec-
retary of Defense shall provide to the Committees on
Armed Services of the Senate and the House of Rep-
resentatives a comprehensive plan to implement the
program established under paragraph (1). The plan

shall include the following elements:
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(A) An assessment of the minimum level of
subject matter experience, education, years of
experience, certifications, and other qualifica-
tions required to be selected into the program,
set forth separately for current Department of
Defense employees and for personnel hired into
the program from outside the Department of
Defense.

(B) A description of hiring flexibilities to
be used to recruit qualified personnel from out-
side the Department of Defense.

(C) A description of the extent to which
mobility agreements will be required to be
signed by personnel selected for the program
during their participation in the program and

after their completion of the program.
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(D) A description of the tenure obligation
required of personnel selected for the program.

(E) A determination of the skills needed to
be developed by personnel in the program in
order to prepare them to become a program
manager of a major defense acquisition pro-
oram, and a description of how those skills
would be demonstrated.

(F') A plan for training during the course
of the program, including training in engineer-
ing, finance and budgeting, market research,
business acumen, contracting, supplier manage-
ment, requirement setting and tradeoffs, intel-
lectual property matters, and software.

(G) A deseription of career paths to be fol-
lowed by personnel in the program in order to
ensure that personnel in the program gain ex-
pertise in the skills identified by the Depart-
ment under subparagraph () and the topics
identified under subparagraph (F'), including—

(i) a determination of the types of ad-
vanced educational degrees that enhance
program management skills and the mech-

anisms available to the Department of De-
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fense to facilitate the attainment of those
degrees by personnel in the program;

(i) a determination of required as-
sighments to positions within acquisition
programs, including position type and ac-
quisition category of the program office;

(111) a determination of required or en-
couraged rotations to career broadening
positions outside of acquisition programs;
and

(iv) a determination of how the pro-
oram will ensure the opportunity for a re-
quired rotation to industry of at least six
months to develop an understanding of in-
dustry motivation and business acumen.

(H) A description of the number of per-

sonnel anticipated to be selected into the pro-

oram, how frequently selections will occur, how

long personnel selected into the program will

participate in the program, and how personnel

will be placed into an assignment at the comple-

tion of the program.

(I) A deseription of benefits that will be of-

fered under the program using existing human
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capital flexibilities to retain qualified employees,

such as student loan repayments.

(J) An assessment of personnel flexibilities
needed to allow the military departments and
the Defense Agencies to reassign or remove pro-
oram managers that do not perform effectively.

(K) A description of how the program will
be administered and overseen by the Secretaries
of each military department, acting through the
service acquisition executive for the department
concerned.

(I.) A description of how the program will
be integrated with existing program manager
development efforts at each military depart-
ment.

(3) USE OF DEFENSE ACQUISITION WORKFORCE
DEVELOPMENT FUND.—Amounts in the Department
of Defense Acquisition Workforce Development
Fund (established under section 1705 of title 10,
United States Code) may be used to pay the base
salary of personnel in the program established under
paragraph (1) during the period of time such per-
sonnel are temporarily assigned to a developmental
rotation or training program anticipated to last at

least six months.
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(4) IMPLEMENTATION.—The program estab-
lished under paragraph (1) shall be implemented no
later than June 1, 2019.

(b) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROGRAM AND PROJECT

MANAGEMENT JOB SERIES.—Within one year after the
date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense
shall prescribe regulations that establish a new job series,
or update and improve an existing job series, for program
and project management throughout the Department of
Defense. The Secretary shall take into consideration the
regulations issued by the Director of the Office of Per-
sonnel Management in accordance with section 861(¢)(2)
of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year
2017 (Public Law 114-328; 130 Stat. 2301) to achieve
consistency in job series for program and project manage-
ment with other Federal Agencies to the extent prac-
ticable.

(¢) INDEPENDENT STUDY OF FINANCIAL INCEN-

TIVES FOR PROGRAM MANAGERS.

(1) REQUIREMENT FOR STUDY.—Not later than
30 days after the date of the enactment of this Act,
the Secretary of Defense shall enter into a contract
with an independent research entity described in
paragraph (2) to carry out a comprehensive study of

financial incentives for Department of Defense pro-
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oram managers for major defense acquisition pro-
orams, including—

(A) additional pay options for program
managers to provide incentives to senior civilian
employees to accept and remain in program
manager roles;

(B) a financial incentive structure to re-
ward program managers for delivering capabili-
ties on budget and on time; and

(C) a comparison between financial incen-
tive structures for program managers in the
Department of Defense and an appropriate
comparison group of private industry compa-
nies.

(2) INDEPENDENT RESEARCH ENTITY.—The
entity described in this subsection is an independent
research entity that is a not-for-profit entity or a
federally funded research and development center
with appropriate expertise and analytical capability.

(3) REPORTS.

(A) TO SECRETARY.—Not later than nine
months after the date of the enactment of this
Act, the independent research entity shall pro-

vide to the Secretary a report containing—
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(1) the results of the study required by
paragraph (1); and

(i1) such recommendations to improve
the financial incentive structure of pro-
eram managers for major defense acquisi-
tion programs as the independent research
entity considers to be appropriate.

Not later than 30

(B) TO CONGRESS.
days after receipt of the report under subpara-
oraph (A), the Secretary of Defense shall sub-
mit such report, together with any additional
views or recommendations of the Secretary, to
the congressional defense committees.

SEC. 302. IMPROVEMENTS TO THE HIRING AND TRAINING
OF THE ACQUISITION WORKFORCE.

(a) USE or FuxDs FROM THE DEFENSE ACQUISI-
TION WORKFORCE DEVELOPMENT FUND TO PAY SALA-

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(b) COMPTROLLER GENERAL REVIEW OF EFFEC-

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than January 15,
2019, the Comptroller General of the United States
shall submit to the congressional defense committees
a report on the effectiveness of hiring and retention
flexibilities for the acquisition workforce.

(B) A description of the hiring and reten-
tion flexibilities available to the Department to
fill eivilian acquisition positions and the extent
to which the Department has used the flexibili-
ties available to it to target critical or under-
staffed career fields.

(C) A determination of the extent to which
the Department has the necessary data on its

use of hiring and retention flexibilities for the
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civilian acquisition workforce to strategically

manage the use of such flexibilities.

(D) An identification of the factors that
affect the use of hiring and retention flexibili-
ties for the civilian acquisition workforce.

(E) Recommendations for any necessary
changes to the hiring and retention flexibilities
available to the Department to fill civilian ac-
quisition positions.

(F) A description of the flexibilities avail-
able to the Department to remove underper-
forming members of the acquisition workforce
and the extent to which any such flexibilities
are used.

(¢) ASSESSMENT AND REPORT REQUIRED ON BUSI-
NESS-RELATED TRAINING FOR THE ACQUISITION WORK-
FORCE.—

(1) ASSESSMENT.—The Under Secretary of De-
fense for Acquisition and Sustainment shall conduct
an assessment of the following:

(A) The effectiveness of industry certifi-
cations and other industry training programs,
including fellowships, available to defense acqui-

sition workforce personnel.

(B) Gaps in knowledge of industry oper-
ations, industry motivation, and business acu-
men in the acquisition workforce.

(2) ReEPORT.—Not later than December 31,
2018, the Under Secretary shall submit to the Com-
mittees on Armed Services of the Senate and the
House of Representatives a report containing the re-
sults of the assessment conducted under this sub-
section.

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than January 15,
2019, the Comptroller General of the United States
shall submit to the congressional defense committees
a report on acquisition-related training for personnel
working on acquisitions but not considered to be

(D) The extent to which the Defense Ac-
quisition Workforece Development Fund has
been used to provide acquisition training to
non-acquisition workforce personnel.

(E) A description of sources of funding
other than the Fund that are available to and
used by the Department to provide non-acquisi-
tion workforce personnel with acquisition train-
ng.

(F) The extent to which additional acquisi-
tion training is needed for mnon-acquisition
workforce personnel, including the types of
training needed, the positions that need the
training, and any challenges to delivering nec-

essary additional training.
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(e) BRIEFING ON IMPROVEMENTS TO THE DEFENSE

CONTRACT AUDIT AGENCY WORKFORCE.—

(1) BRIEFING REQUIRED.—Not later than 180
days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the
Director of the Defense Contract Audit Agency, in
consultation with the Under Secretary of Defense
(Comptroller), shall provide a briefing to the Com-
mittees on Armed Services of the Senate and the
House of Representatives.

(B) Shortfalls (if any) in education, quali-
fication, or training in the Defense Contract
Audit Agency workforce, by supervisory and
non-supervisory levels and type of position, and
the reasons for those shortfalls.

(C) The link between Defense Contract
Audit Agency workforce skill and experience
caps and the Agency’s backlog of audits.

(D) The number of Defense Contract

Audit Agency auditors who have relevant pri-
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vate sector experience, including from industry
exchanges while at the Defense Contract Audit
Agency and from prior employment experiences,
and the perspective of the Defense Contract
Audit Agency on the benefits of those experi-
ences.

(E) Ongoing efforts and future plans by
the Defense Contract Audit Agency to improve
the professionalization of i1ts audit workforce,
including changes in hiring, training, required
certifications or qualifications, compensation
structure, and increased opportunities for in-
dustry exchanges or rotations.

“(1) For purposes of subsection (a)(2)(B), before des-
ignating a program that is not a major defense acquisition
program for the purposes of section 2430 of this title as
a major defense acquisition program for the purposes of
this section, the Director shall provide in writing to the
Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition and
Sustainment, and the test and evaluation executive of the
military department or departments executing the pro-
oram, the specific circumstances of the program that led
to the designation decision.””; and
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1 (3) by adding at the end of subsection (h)(4)
2 the following: “The report shall also include a brief
3 statement of the rationale for placing on the over-
4 sight list of the Director each program that is not
5 a major defense acquisition program for the pur-
6 poses of section 2430 of this title but has been des-
7 ignated as a major defense acquisition program for
8 the purposes of this section.”.

(2) by inserting after paragraph (4) the fol-
lowing new paragraph (5):

“(5) Within 45 days after the submission of an
annual report by the Director to Congress, the Sec-
retaries of the military departments may each sub-
mit a report to the congressional defense committees
addressing any concerns related to information in-
cluded in the annual report, or providing updated or
additional information as appropriate.”.

(d) GUIDELINES FOR COLLECTION OF COST DATA

ON TEST AND EVALUATION.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than one year
after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Di-
rector of Operational Test and Evaluation shall de-
velop policies, procedures, guidance, and a collection
method to ensure that consistent, high quality data
are collected on the full range of estimated and ac-
tual developmental, live fire, and operational testing
costs for major defense acquisition programs. Data

on estimated and actual developmental, live fire, and
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operational testing costs shall be maintained in an
electronic database maintained by the Director for
Cost Assessment and Program Evaluation.

(2) CONCURRENCE AND COORDINATION.—In
carrying out paragraph (1), the Director of Oper-
ational Test and Evaluation shall obtain the concur-
rence of the Director for Cost Assessment and Pro-
eram Kvaluation and shall coordinate with the sen-
ior Department of Defense official with responsi-
bility for developmental testing, the Director of the
Test Resource Management Center, and the Secre-
taries of the military departments.

(3) MAJOR DEFENSE ACQUISITION PROGRAM
DEFINED.—In this section, the term “major defense
acquisition program’ has the meaning provided in
section 2430 of title 10, United States Code.

(e) REPORT ON ENTERPRISE APPROACH ToO TEST
EvVALUATION KNOWLEDGE MANAGEMENT.—

(1) REPORT REQUIRED.—Within one year after
the date of the enactment of this Act, the Director
of the Test Resource Management Center and the
senior Department of Defense official with responsi-
bility for developmental testing shall provide to the

congressional defense committees a report on the de-
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velopment of an enterprise approach to test and

evaluation knowledge management.

(2) ELEMENTS.—The report required by para-
oraph (1) shall include the following elements:

(A) The detailed concepts, requirements,
technologies, methodologies, and architecture
necessary for an enterprise approach to knowl-
edge management for test and evaluation.

(B) Resources needed to develop and adopt
an enterprise approach to knowledge manage-
ment for test and evaluation.

(C) Roles and responsibilities of various
Department of Defense entities to develop and
adopt an enterprise approach to knowledge
management for test and evaluation.

(D) Timeframes required to develop and
adopt an enterprise approach to knowledge
management for test and evaluation.

(E) A description of pilot studies ongoing
at the time of the date of the enactment of this
Act or previously conducted related to devel-
oping an enterprise approach to test and eval-

uation knowledge management, including re-
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sults of the pilot studies (if available) and les-

sons learned.
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
